Chancellor  meets 
with  students 

Suite  changes 
made  in  Walb

Over  100  students  met  with  Chancellor  Thomas  Wallace  on  Sunday  to  discuss 
reallocation  of  the  office  space  in  Walb  Memorial  Union  that  is  currently  being 
used  by  student  organizations  on  campus. 

The  students  in  attendance  were  representative  of  Delta  Gamma  and  Pi  Beta 
Phi,  the  two  social  sororities  on  campus,  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  the  social  fraternity 
on  campus,  and  Students'  Government 

Wallace  announced  the  university  plans  to  move  student  organization  office 
spiice  from  the  southwest  side  of  Walb  Memorial  Union's  second  floor  to  the  nor- 
theast corner  of  the  building's  second  floor.  "What  we're  proposing  for  the  student 
organization  office  space  is  Student  Union,  Room  210,  A,  B.  C  and  D,"  Wallace 

Continuing  Education,  which  currently  occupies  space  in  three  locations  in 
■Walb,oneofwhichisSuite210,  would  consolidate  into  space  presently  occupied  by 
student  organizations. 

This  particular  change  also  means  that  the  Arts  and  Crafts  room  will  be 
eliminated,  Wallace  said. 

Wallace  told  students  they  would  begetting  about  a  12  percent  increase  in  space 
"11  will  improve  the  quality  of  space,  and  quantity,"  Wallace  said. 

Other  changes  being  considered  for  Walb  are  lo  add  more  classrooms  and  to 
convert  the  music  room  to  a  computer  room,  "What  we  are  attempting,  which  1 
think  we  are  doing,  is  to  improve  the  effectiveness  of  the  use  of  this  building," 
Wallace  said 

Wallace  also  announced  plans  lo  convert  the  second  floor  lounge  into  a  video- 
mediated  classroom,  with  television  hook-up.  Such  a  change  would  allow  IPFW  to 
have  more  teleconferences  and  satellite-transmitted,  televised  courses.  The 
change  would  also  mean  the  second  floor  lounge  would  be  closed  in.  eliminating  the 
entire  lounge  area. 

Wallace  said  the  changes  would  mean  an  increased  traffic  flow  of  students  in 
Walb.  "Our  interest  is  to  get  more  going  on  at  this  end  of  campus."  he  said. 
Wallace  said  any  plans  to  move  the  bookstore  to  Walb  have  been  tabled  for  right 
now.  An  eadier  idea  considered  was  to  move  the  bookstore  into  where  the  seating 
areas  of  the  cafeteria  presently  are  found.  "We'd  wait  and  see  how  this  went  with 
the  food  service,"  Wallace  said,  adding  that  increased  traffic  flow  could  result  in 
more  students  eating  at  The  Fort. 

'That's  the  Catch  22,  You  bring  the  bookstore  over  here  and  2000  more  students  a 
week  and  you  have  no  place  to  eat,"  John  Ulmer,  dean  of  student  affairs,  said. 

Wallace  told  students  that  he  would  be  willing  to  meet  with  a  group  of  about  six  to 
12  representatives  to  discuss  and  finalize  plans  lor  reallocating  student 
organization  office  space  in  Walb. 

Wallace  .said  that  if  everything  went  as  planned,  changes  would  be  fully  com- 
pleted by  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  19B7  semester.

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Changes  for  the  better? 


It's  been  quite  a  while  since  an  IPFW 
Chancellor  has  had  a  question  and 
answer  session  with  students  of  this 
campus  Many  administrators  have 
even  denied  the  usefulness  of  student 
organizations  —  content  to  relish  in  their 
own  professional  advancement. 

Chancellor  Wallace  apparently  has  not 
.,  or  so  il  appears  Wallace  met  with 
over  100  students  Sunday  night  to  discuss 
changes  in  Walb  Memorial  Union, 
changes  that  would  affect  office  space 
currently  devoted  to  student 
organizations  Students  were  mainly 
representative  of  greek  organizations  on 
campus,  as  well  as  Students' 
Government. 

Wallace  apparently  realizes  the 
importance  of  student  input  or  he  would 
not  have  even  shown  up  to  meet  with 
students  lasl  Sunday  in  the  first  place 
The  big  question  \n  this  case,  however, 
was  ...  was  il  just  for  shoW* 

Many  things  were  lacking  at  the 
meeting  that  mighl  have  made  students 
feel  more  important,  more  respected 
than  they  did  after  hearing  Wallace 
speak  at  Sunday's  meeting. 

Without  question,  we  realize  this 
university  cannot  leave  all  decisions  up 
to  students.  That  thought  is  ludicrous. 
However,  students  active  on  this  campus 
do  feel  they  should  be  consulted  before 
any  decisions  are  made  which  would 
affect  their  daily  lives  at  IPFW,  The 
students  went  into  the  meeting  thinking 
they  would  be  helping  to  make  decisions 
about  any  reallocation  of  office  space  in 
Walb,  What  soon  became  apparent  was 
that  the  decisions  had  already  been 
made  long  ago.  What  the  students 
thought  was  going  to  be  a  discussion  of 
proposals  turned  out  to  be  a  discussion 
on  the  implemenlalion  nf  changes  in 
office  space  that  will  affect  their 
organization. 

Second  of  all,  questions  from  the 
students   concerning   effective   use   of 

university  advertising  in  The 
Communicator,  promotion  of  campus 
activities  as  part  of  the  university's  new 
Fort  Wayne  advertismg  campaign  and 


the  transition  of  a  second  floor  lounge  in 
Walb  into  a  video-mediated  classroom 
were  left  unanswered.  Wallace's 
defensive,  "none-of-your-concern" 
attitude  left  a  bad  taste  in  the  mouths  of 
the  majority  of  students  in  attendance. 

One  of  the  only  positive  things  that 
came  out  of  the  meeting  was  a  promise 
from  the  chancellor  to  meet  with  a 
smaller,  representative  group  of 
students  in  attendance  to  discuss  final 
plans  on  the  redistribution  of  allocated 
space. 

It  is  essential  that  the  chancellor 
follow  up  on  this,  making  students  feel 
they  truly  have  a  say-so  in  decisions  that 
affect  their  lives  here  at  IPFW,  If  this 
does  not  take  place  in  the  very  near 
future,  students  will  be  left  thinking  the 
university  can  just  shuffle  them  around 
whenever  and  wherever  they  please, 
without  seeking  Uieir  suggestions  and 
feedback. 

It  is  essential  that  this  take  place  very 
soon  because  the  chancellor  is 
jeopardizing  his  reputation  as  being 
open-minded  and  concerned  about  the 
quality  of  student  life  at  IPFW, 
Students,  faculty  and  staff  are  beginning 
to  see  a  "new"  Tom  Wallace  emerge. 

If  changes  affecting  quality  of  student 
life  are  not  discussed  upfront  and  openly 
with  students,  the  students  will  likely 
become  rebellious,  uncooperative  and 
belligerent. 

As  mentioned,  it  is  encouraging  to 
have  a  chancellor  willing  to  meet  with 
students  face-to-face.  However,  timing 
is  critical.  Meetings  should  be  held  prior 
to  decision-making.  Input  needs  to  in- 
clude student  and  faculty  response  to 
proposals  affecting  them.  Listening  is  of 
utmost  importance.  Not  enough  of  that 
has  been  done  around  here  by  the  ad- 
ministration in  the  last  few  years. 

Taking  suggestions  through  the 
smaller  committee  is  an  excellent  idea 
and  is  one  that  must  materialize  We  ask 
but  one  thing  ...  don't  waste  our  time  or 
yours  "patronizing"  us  if  these  decisions 
you  say  are  still  open  to  discussion  are 
actually  carved  in  stone.  We're  not  in  the 
mood  for  games.
